$20; he was not sure which. Plaintiff's 
duties were those of a watchman, to look 
after the godown both inside and out, when 
the Chinese were working there, as some- 
times pigs of lead had stolen. He 
gave the plaintiff the right to use the. 
upper floor of a house at the godowns: 
In September he received a letter from 
the tiff applying for an- increase, 
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48 
‘and he increased his ‘Tis. 5. The 
plaintiff was entitled to his wages up’ to 


the end of February, and one month more 
asacumshaw. Plaintiff came to defend- 
ant and told him Moncrieff had dismissed 
him at the end of February and would not 
give him a certificate of character, so he 
asked one from defendant, who told him to 
‘come by and bye. Mr. Silas was present 
in the defendant's office when’ this conver- 
sation’ took’ place. Plaintiff ‘wanted a 
month’s wages from defendant, and he told 
him he was so hard up he had no cash ; but 
‘he told plaintiff to sell some iron and sun- 
dries, and after deducting the wages due, to 
pay the balance to him.
